Claims 1-7, 9-1 1 and 13-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
impatentable over the document Sensors and Actuators by Martin et al. ("the Martin 
reference") in view of United States Patent No. 6,479,763 to Igaki et al. Cthe Igaki 
reference") and further in view of United Kingdom Patent No. 2,342,445 to Buchanan et al. 
("the Buchanan reference"). 

In rejecting a claim under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), the Examiner bears the initial 
burden of presenting a prima facie case of obviousness. In re Rijckaert, 9 F.3d 153 1, 1532, 
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
